Wesley and We s l e y an s 


Jo hn Wesley, judged by result*» , was 
the greatest o f revivalists. 
He wo rked 
incessantly as evangelist and o rganizer 
fo r fifty years, and yet his wo rk was 
scarcely begun when he died. 
His ad­ 
herents numbered o nly 110,CO) when he 
said in the last week o f his life, “ The 
best o f all is, Go d is with us,” but his 
wo rk went fo rward with co nstantly in­ 
creasing mo mentum, no t fo r ten years 
o r twenty years, but fo r a hundred 
years, and wo see it in its full fruitio n 
in the great Metho dist Episco pal co n­ 
ference that meets in Chicago to day. 
This co nference represents a church 
w ith 2,705,000 co mmunicants, and in a 
measure it speaks fo r o ther branches 
o f Metho dism representing in this co un­ 
try o yer 3,000,000 co mmunicants, fo r it 
may be said, ho wever the Metho dists 
differ as to no n-essentials, and ho wever 
heated the co ntro versial have been, 
they all cling to the fundamental prin­ 
ciples so clearly enunciated 
by Jo hn 
Wesley. 
Learned o r unlearned, in the 
city o r in the co untry, o n the co ast o r 
o n the Indian fro ntier in the No rth o r 
in the So uth, wherever there is a W es­ 
ley chapel o r a Metho dist church, the 
fo llo wers o f Wesley are men and wo men 
o f simple, earnest faith, eager to testi­ 
fy to “ the po wer o f Go d to save men 
fro m their sins and to give them co n­ 
scio usness o f them .” 
There may be narro w-minded men in 
the Metho dist church; there may be 
men who shut their t ars to the go o d 
things said o f tho ir fello w man; there 
may be men who co unt their o wn ex­ 
perience a sure guide fo r all o thers, 
but if there be such narro w-minded 
or 
Into lerant perso ns they are no t ho be­ 
cause o f the teachings o f Jo hn Wesley. 
He preached to an into lerant peo ple, 
but he preached in a to lerant spirit. 
H e wo n men very much as Dwight L. 
Mo o dy wo n them, by the very co mmo n 
sense o f religio n. 
Jo hn Wesley, the greatest revivalist 
o f any age, the evangelist who taught 
t i e po o r and distressed that the church 
was fo r them, preached a sin.pie cro ed, 
understo o d o f all men, and witho ut 
do ubt he succeeded in pro jecting into 
the future a po werful religio us iniluo nce 
because o en and wo men « ere mo ved 
by the simplicity o f his character, the 
earnestness o f 
his purpo se and the 
steadfastness o f his faith. 
He dro pped 
the ila.gr when his fo llo wing was co m. 
paratlvely small, but it has been c a r ­ 
ried fo rward until his peo ple are no w 
t h r e e tim 
a* numero us as the who le 
po pulatio n o f England in his day.—In­ 
ter Ocean.

And no w, day after day and night 
after night, these po o r, deluded feath­

reled. 
Birdhead drew a bo wie knife 
and his co mpanio n grabbed the weapi n 
in his naked hand and 
sho t Birdhead 
to death with a 
rev o lv er 
After the 
tragedy, 
Laurier 
pro ceeded 
to the 
ho me o f Birdhead and related the de­ 
tails to the parents o f the d e al Indian. 
He handed the rev o lv er to Birdho ad’s 
father, aad in true Indian fashio n sat 
do wn to await the co nsequences o f kill­ 
ing a bro ther Indian. 
He had no t lo ng to 
wait. 
T he pa. 
rents co nsulted fo r u mo ment, then the 
father o f the murdered bo y to o k Lau- 
n e r ’s o wn revo lv er, sto o d the murderer 
up against the o ppo site 
wall o f 
the 
shack, and sho t him thru the eye. 
With an ax . the mo ther then perfo rm- 
ed-her part o l the weird ex ecutio n, dis­ 
membering the bo dy and thro wing the 
parts into the back yard. 
T he co uple 
t hen went to bed and slept 
until 
this 
mo rning, when the mo urners arriv ed 
fo r the bo dy o f yo ung Birdhead. 
Then 
the o ld Indian co nducted the mo urners 
to the yard, and with a sweep o f hb 
hand indicated that the mutilated ilesh 
scattered o v er the place was th>' re 
mains o f the murderer. 
T he Birdheads are under arrest to ­ 
day, but maintain sto ical indifference, 
and their fello w ludiaus assert that the 
ex ecutio n was in strict 
acco rd 
with 
Indian justice, and po int to the v o lun­ 
teer surrender o f the murderer as ev i­ 
dence that he accepted his fate w ith­ 
o ut questio n.— Inter-Ocean.
